The Northern Neck Region¬ 
al Vocational Center offers ca¬ 
reer-related programs, an Ex¬ 
ploratory program, and a GED 
preparation course. Current 
enrollment at the Center is 
300. 

Students from Lancaster, 
Northumberland, and 
Westmoreland Counties and 
the Town of Colonial Beach 
join Richmond County students 
for half-day classes. These 
classes include: Auto Body, 
Automotive Technology, Car¬ 


pentry, Electricity, Information 
Systems, Masonry, Nursing As¬ 
sistant, Occupational Foods, 
and Welding. In addition, youn¬ 
ger students have the oppor¬ 
tunity to take an Exploratory 
class to try techniques in Elec¬ 
tricity, Horticulture, Occupa¬ 
tional Foods, Welding, etc. 

Many students have the op¬ 
portunity to interact with the 
community and gain valuable 
practical experience. The 
Nursing Assistant students 
work at the Warsaw Health 


Care Center two days a week. 
Auto Body, Automotive Tech¬ 
nology, Carpentry, Electricity, 
Masonry, and Welding stu¬ 
dents construct projects, do 
on-site work, and make repairs 
for people and agencies in the 
community. Cosmetology pro¬ 
vides services to our local cit¬ 
izens and the Occupational 
Foods class prepares and sells 
a variety of products. Informa¬ 
tion Systems students have the 
opportunity to run their own
